Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Deidre Davis on December 7, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 1 1-20, which were non- 
elected with traverse, are hereby cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the recited rotary cam 
in contact with the second eccentric part of the connection rod to rotate the second 
eccentric part at a predetermined angle, and a motor to drive the rotary cam. While 
rotary cams for driving valves per se are well known, no teaching was found for using a 
rotary cam to rotate an eccentric part of a connection rod.
